Mr. Agdifon wrote in 
this Way with great Succefs; and if I have now and 
then attempted it, my chief Confideration hath been to 
make my felf acceptable to my Readers by- Variety, and 
not (2s my Enemies alledge) with a View only to my 
econ Safety. , 

I have o'ten refieéted on the Difference between the 
Indian Monner of Painting (fach as We fee it on their 
Screens and Papers) and the Paintings of our Eurvpean 
Artifis. Both are defign’d to be Copies of Natere in 
the Figzres of Men, Women and other Animals, which 
They endeavour to reprefent; bet the ene is _clumfy, 
flat and lifelefs ; the o/ber bold, natural and, as it were, 
animated ; which proceeds only from knowing how to 
throw in the proper Shades, to raife and heighten the 
Figures. In This confifts the Difference between an 
Author, who hath a Genius, and a Blockbead, who is 
jatt capable of a cull Piece of Sopbifiry, or an beavy 
Narrative of Scandal. 

Having premifed This on the firurative Manner of 
Writing, I fhall evtertain my Readers this Day with a 
Story I met with in the third Volume of Churchil’s 
Collection of Voyages + which is as follows. ‘* King Raja 
“ Sifiraorjum going tomake a Vifit to a* Brabman, {a- 
« ]uted Him thuss the Fame of thy Piety bath induced 
« me and my Retinueto come and fup andtake a Night's 
* Lodging with Thee.—The Brahman Siamdichemi; (for 
« That was his Name) being much concern’d how to 
« provide for fo many thoufand Perfons, at lait confide- 
«red of the white Cot, cal) d Camdsga; which be-. 
‘ longing to Raje Inder, King of the dlefed Souls, 
furnifies ‘Thoie, who have Her in their Poffefiion, 
withevery Thing They with for. Having therefore 
defired Inder to fend Him the frid Cow of Plenty, 
He granted his Requeft. The Cow being fent, the 
Brabman defired Raja and his Attendants to it down 
to Supper ; which was ferved with fuch Variety and 
Plenty, that Raja, who ¢ame upon no other Account 
« than to ridicule the Brabman’s Poverty, ftood amazed 
«* thereat ; and farther, to try his Ability, asked Him to 
« prefent Him with fome Ferwels; which the Brabman 
« having prefented Him with, (much beyond what could 
* be expeéted) Raja asked Him for fome Moacy and 
“ Cloaths for his People ; which being likewife brought 
« Him, He refolved alfo to flay the next Days and be- 
“ ing fermdat Table with the fame Plenty. as before, 
«“ He fiaid alfo the third Days when, meeting with 
* the fame En‘ertainment, He was amazed to find 
“ from whence all this Plenty of Previfiexs, Cloaths 
* and Riches could come ina Place, where he exp:éted 
« fo little ; efpecially, fince He obferved that all was 
“ brought out of the Brabman’s Hut, which was not 
« bigenough to hold half the Quantity. This made 
« Him order fome of his Spies to take particular No- 
* tice whether there was not a Vault under Ground, 
** from whence all thefe Things were brought. The 
“ Spies, watching all Opportunities to fatisfy their Ma- 
“ fer’s Cur'ofity, found at laft that a flender white Coe 
“« did bring forth ali thefe Things, which fhe threw 
* out of her Stomach ; whereof immediate Notice was 
“ given to Raja. The next Morning, as He was tak- 
“ mg his Leave of the Brahman, berg asked by Him 
** whether He was defirous of any Thing elie; He 
** told Him that He wanted nothing more than the white 
“ Cor He had feen in his Hut. The Brabman reply'd, 
* That being not his own, fhe was not at his Di‘pofal_— 
* How (laid Roja) ewill you deny me fo fmall a Requeft, 
e = jou bave beaped fo many Obhigations on me before ? 
“ What I did (fata the Brabman) was in my ocmn 
* Powers but This is met.—Raja reply’d, that it és in 
" wy Power to take Her again your Will? And then, 
“ calling fome of his Followers, He commanded Them 
“to feich the white Cow out of the Hut. The Brab- 
** man, feeing his beloved Cow thus fnatch’'d from Him, 
* told Herat Parting 3 dear Camdoga, muff I thus leave 
** you ?—How can J anfjwer This te Raja Inder, your 
* Mafter ?—Revenge thy felf at once both of thine and 
“ wine Enemies. —‘The Cow, Camdega, no fooner heard 
** thefe Words, but affuming a Shape three Times big- 
** ger than herown, fhe laid about Mer with her Horns 
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“« to that Degree, that the kill’d and trod under Foot 
“« feveral of Raja Seftraorfom's People ; which done, the 


“ flew like Lightning up into the Air to her own 


«+ Matfter. 
This Story, in the literal Meaning of it, is a fenfelefs 
Account of fome Pagan Hdolatry amongft the Eaf In- 
diams; but, taken im an allegorical Senie, is full of fine 
Morals and capable of many inftructive Applications. Let 
my Readers only fuppofe that Tx ape was meant by this 
Cow of Plenty, and then fee what a Variety of pretty 
Ideas and Notions at once offer Themfelves to our Ima- 
gination. By the miferable, wretched Hut of the Brab- 
man may be underftood aky p20r, barren Country, which 
by Trade is immediztely render’d nt and abounding 
in ali Things. Plenty of Provifions, faumptuous Apparel, 
Gold, Diamonds, and whatever elfe the Earth uces, 
either for the Neceffities and Conveniences, or even the 
Luxury of Life, is brought home to our own Doors 
Again; by the Character of this good Brabman We are 
to underftand that Piety, Temperance and Frugality are 
neceflary Virtues to be practifed by the People of any 
Country, whzre Trade flourifhes ; for We find it beftow'd 
by the King.of the bleffed Souls as a Reward for his Piety 
and Virtue. 
That Trade cannot be forc’d, or driven out of its pro- 
per Channel, but muft have its natural Courfe, We find 
typify’d to us by the Brabmon Himfelf not having ¢his 
Cow in his own Difpofal; and the King’s being unable 
to obtain Her explains to us the Inconfifiency of Trade 
with arbitrary Power, and that / iberty and Property mutt 
be fecure, where Jrade is eftablifh'd and maintain’d. 
We fee farther that Trade canact even exift where 
Fraud, Violence, Oppreffion, or Injuftice reigns ; for when 
the Kir> and his Followers attempt d by Force to feize 
Her, fle afflumes another Shape, deitroys Thofe, who en- 
deavour to meddle with Her, and flies away from Them 
like Lightning. 
‘Many other uleful Allegories might be pointed out in 
this thort Story ; giz. that Spies and Sycopbants always 
furround Kings and make it their Bufineis at any Rate to 
fatisfy their Mafter’s Curiofity, og evil Inclinations ; but 
‘I chufe to leave Thefe to my Reader's own Imagination, 
rather than venture tiring Him with too many tedious 
Applications ; for I defign from this Introduétion to make 
the Remainder of my Paper a general Effay on Trace. 
As Commerce is the Thing, which renders every Coun- 
try tich and confequently rowerful, fo the Merchant, in 
this View, may be {aid to be the moft ufeful Member of 
the Society, in which He lives. It is He, who renders 
the Produét and Manufaétures of our own Country va 
luable and brings, befides a Ballance in Money, Thofe of 
the moft -diftant Countries for our Ufe. He runs the 
Hazard of Seas and Storms, and fails to every Quarter ot 
the World for his Country’s Gocd, depending on nothing 
but his own Indufiry and good Fortune for the Advance 
‘ment of his Family and Eftate. Under whatever Govern- 
ment He lives, the Merchant may be truely faid to te an 
independent Man. He mutt always be an Enemy to ar- 
bitrary Power, and his Jndu/ry will ever fet Him above 
the Temptation of Corruption. It is Liberty, which makes 
Trade flourifh, and a flourifhing Trade makes fuch a Di- 
vifion and Fluétuation of Property, efpecially amongft the 
Commonalty, that it is the grest Mears of preierving Li-

pilfering Stockjosber. The -granting of ¢xclufve Trades 
hath been another fatal Evil. Twe Companies now have 
half the Globe. granted exclufively to Them, and yet are 
undone by it; whereas private Men might have extended 
rere Trades vafly to their own and the Nation's Emo- 
ument. 

I have always thought fuch a Merchant as the late Sir 
Peter De/m?, or any other great Exporter of our Manufac- 
tures, faperior to any Englifhman, beneath the Quality of a 
Prime Minifter. What Credit does fuch a Man do his 
Country, by having his Bills pafs current in all Parts of the 
trading World? What a Number of Families did He fap. 
port, by employing Them in the Woollen Trade, and how 
much was the whole Nation oblig’d to Him for improv- 
ing our Stock of Wealth by the aenual Ballance of his 
Trade? As He was one of the greateft Benefaétors of his 
Country, in the moft effential Point, fo no Honours or 
Diftinétions were fuperior to his Merit. 

I know not whether I am particular in this Homour; 
but I own very freely that I value no Man for the Dua/ity 
He is of, but for the Qualities He poffefles.. He, that 
hath a Superiority of Virtues molt conducive to the pub- 
lick Good, and is endow’d with fuch Tzleats as are moit 
profitable to Society, is, in my Opinion, to be held in 
higher Honour and greater Veneration than one, who is of 
fo very ancient a Family, that the Heir of it hath not been 
able to fpell for feveral hundred Years paft. The Son of 
a Taylor, if He thould happen to find out the Longitude, 
would, in my Opinion, be a more refpeétable Perfon, than 
the Sem of the greateft Subjeét in Exg/end, if He bad no 
ore good Quality belonging to his whole Compofi ion ¢»- 
pable of rendering Him beneficial to his Country. I do 
not fay This from any /evelling Principles. On the con- 
trary, I am extreamly zealous for maintaining the feve- 
ral Ranks and Degrees of Honour, the feveral Titles and 
Dignities We have amongft us; bat then I would have 
Them, as They ought to be, fo many Incentives to Vir- 
tue. For the fame Reafon I would have all Degrees and 
Orders of Men capable-of attaining thefe Dignities by a 
Courfe of Induftry Integeity. <p would have no un- 
juk DiftinAj particular’Set of Men thould te 
debarr’ egities; but as the Temp/s of Mincur 
was placed behind=¢We Temple of Virtae, the Way to the 
laft thould only be through the frf? ; and yet I am fen- 
fib:e that a feolifh Notion hath prevail’d amorgit many 
that no Honour fhould be given to a Man concern'd in 
Trade, seyoud the Degree of Knighthood, which fcems to 
have taken Refuge in the Ciry; nay, that even the Sor of 
4a Merchant, worth ferhaps half a Million, ought rot to 
be made a Peer, becaufe his Father had fully’d Himéelf by 
enriching his Country in Trade. Some have carry'd this 
Notion fo far as to alledge that even a little Bit of Rilécz 
ought not to be hung round any Man's Shoulders, who 
lives on the other Side of Temp/e-Bar. Was there ever 
any Oojection made to a Lawyer, ora Soldier, (if He was 
an able Orator, or a brave Man) \et their Parentage have 
been never fo. mean? Why fhould the Merchens 
ftand on worfe Terms in a Country, which owes her 
Wealth and Grandeur to Trade ?——— Is not the Merchenr, 
if He be a wife and an honeft Man, as good as the abl 
Lawyer or the deff Soldier in Chrifiendom? IL would not 
be underflood torefle&t on either of thofe Profeflions. I 
honour the car, and Iam myfelf an unworthy Limb of 
the ober ; but what I comend for is, that no Profefion 
fhould exclude a good and agreat Man from rifing to the 
proper Honours of his Country. 

In my own Memory (and I am now in the 73d-Yeor 
of my Age) the younger Sons of the beft Families in 
Eng/and were ufually bound Apprentices to eminent Mer- 
chants, and They were fo wile as to think it no D {grace 
to their Fam:lies to put a Son where He might learn 2B eé- 
keeping and Merchants Accounts, and in Time raife an 
Eitate by his own Indufiry ; but now truely the Fathion 
is alter’d, and young Mafter mutt, by al) Means, be put in- 
tothe Army, as foon as He can ftrut tolerably well; no 
Matter whether He can write, cr read ; an Hat and Fes. 
ther are bought for Him, a red Coat lac'd all over, and 
Intereft is made to fome great Maz to get Him a Com- 
m ‘flion.——-Can we wonder thst fanding Armies are kept 
ap, when almoft all the Families of Coniequence in Erg- 
laud have younger Sons train’d up in them? The Cer~ 
miffion is defign’d to be their Fortune and Lively hood, 
and no other Provifion is made for Them. 

We have, at this Time, in Greet Britein, Ireland and 
Our foreign Garrijons an Army of between thirty and forty 
thenfand Men 2s a Nurfery for the Gentlemen of Exe/.od 
to educate. their Sons in; ard therefore can we be jura 
priaed at the good Nature of the Court, or the Reludtency 
of our Repreientatives to bresk Corps, when the Confe- 
quence will be turning Themfelves, or their Children 
adritt, having no other Means of get irg a Livelyhood ?>— 
Does not every Body, from the bare men'ioning of iLale 
Circumfances, feel a (enfidle Alicration im our Con? ta’isa 
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from what it wos forty, or fifty, Years ago, when the 
Sous of our Nobility were not shamed of being infiruBed 
in Trade, or uleful to their Country and 
their Families at the fame Time? 

Is was this Academy of Armies, which began the 
Ruin of France, and I fear all their prefent Sx 
for a little Liberty are vain, whilft a beggeriy ity, 
fapported by Penfions and Grants from the Crown, are 
wt the Head of a sumrous Army. Excisss com- 
pleated their Deftrugtion. God forbid that We thould 
ever fee Thee allo eftablithed in this Country ; but 
as I defign to enter fully into the Comnfideration and 
Dangers of Excifes, I fall fay no more of Them at 

refent. To return therefore from this fhort Deviation, 

fhall conclude with obferving that it is for the Ho- 
nour, Safety and Profit of every Kingdom that Merchants 
fhould be proteéted and eneouraged in their Trade. They 
have a Right to Profe@ion, at \eaft, from every Go- 
vernment; and a Violation of Treaties, in this Particu- 
y and jnftantly refented.

LONDON, Ostober 21. 

We hear that feveral Gentlemen and other fubfian- 
tis] _Houfe-keepers of the City and Liberty of Wiftmin- 
fer are determin’d to take. the Opinion of emisent 
Council upon the prefent Laws, relating to the Mi- 
litia, before They pay the Money ufually demanded 
by the Capteiu: for non-Appearance + efpecially with- 
out Warrant from the Beard of Lieutenancy. 

By « Letter from Chefter dated on Saturday laft we 
have the following Accourt, that for near three Months 
patt there has been vafl Mobbing, and large Sums {pent 
§er the Eleétion of a Mayor, and many broken Heads; 
though Mr. Grofvenor’s F.iends for about thefe three 
Weeks pat, by their prudent Management, have pre- 
vented Mobbing on their Part, which the other Side 
Bave out to proceed from Fear and Cowardife ; which 
greatly exafpersted the Welch at Wiexham, feveral of 
whom are Freemen, {0 thaton Wedneidsy fe'nnight a- 
bout 500 of them with Sticks in their Hands and Cock 
ades fo their Hats enter’d the Town; Mr. Manly's 
Party hearing of their Coming, went to mect them, but 


‘the Welch Gverpowered them, knock'd feveral down, 
and put the reft to Flights and it beimg a. wee Day, 
and the Welch f.tigued, they retired to different Ale- 
houfes to refreth thémfelves, and they had not long 
been there, before the oppofite Party, to the Number 
of 150, came out again, and about 4o armed with 
broad Swords, &c. to fight the Welch, which by Mr. 
Grofvenor's Friends were lock'd up, to prevent Mifchief, 


ber muft have overpower’d the others, and done great 
Mifchief) and at Night we:e fent home very peaceably, 
tho’ with Difficulty. But on Thurfday fe’onight the 
Welch at Wrexham and Howarden affembled to the 
Number of near 500, arm'’d with Scythes, Pitchforks, 
&c. and wonld come to Chefter and attack thofe Cow- 
ards (as they called them} who had two-edg’d Swords, 
&e. given r Aa to fall on naked Men; but feveral of 
Mr. Grofvenor’s Friends got among them, and appeas’d 
them, and preven‘ed their Coming. Yefterday fe'nnight 
came on the Eleftion of the Mayor; and when the Poft 
left Chefter on Monday laft, the Poll was carrying on 
with much Vigour on both Sides, and would not elofe 
till fome Time on Tuefday ; the Numbers continued 
near even, and each Pasty pretended to be fure of Suc- 
cels. The Mobbing continued, (but no one Perfon bad 
been killed) and a Letter from one in the Grofvener In- 
tereft, feems to intimate, that if they loft the Ele&tion, 
it would be owing to their being Out-mobbed. 

We heir the Kingfwood Coliiers in Gloucefterfhire have 
often had Meetings to concert Meafures how to releafe 
their three Brethren (who were lately committed by 
Rogers Holland, E(q; for cutting down the Chippen- 
ham Turnpike) out of Salisbury Gaol; that on ion 
threatened to pull Mr. Holland’s Houfe at Chippenham 
down about his Ears in their Way thither, and fire that 
Town ; and from thence to to the faid Gaol, 
and pull down the fame, if Keeper fhall refufe to 
deliver them up. 

La Week an Experiment was made on board a Ship 
at Blackwall, in the Service of the Eaft-India Company, 
of an Engine that is f curioufly contrived, as to tack 
a large ship about at Sea in a Calm, which was much 
approv'd of by feveral prefent ; but it was the Opinion 
of fome, that it would be of more Service if it was 
fix'd at the Stem inftead of the Stern.
